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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 5/21/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Summary of Applicant's Argument: Strom does not disclose the claimed Umitation 
"concatenating the bit stream of each segment together with necessary stream and header 
information and sending the concatenated bit stream to the receiver." 

Examiner's Response: Strom discloses coding and transmitting an image (Sect. 1), 
thereby to a receiver. The coding methods disclosed by Strom such as block-based motion 
estimator (Sect. 2. 1. 1) and JPEG (Sect. 2.2) inherently have a header and a body, thereby in 
transmitting the coded image would entail concatenating the bit stream of each segment together 
with necessary stream and header information. In the absence of a header the receiver would not 
be able to decode the transmitted image.
